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REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the present application in view of the 
foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. Claims 2 and 6-16 were 
previously canceUed. Claims 1,18, and 25 are requested to be canceUed. Claims 42-52 are 
being added. Claims 3-5, 17, 19-24, and 26 - 42 have been amended. Apphcant submits that 
no new matter is being added. Support for the amendments and new claims can be found 
throughout the application as originally filed. After amending the claims as set forth above. 
Claims 3-5, 17, 19-24, and 26 - 42 are now pending in this apphcation. 

I. Entry of Amendments 

Applicant respectfully requests entry of the above amendments, as the amendments place 
the claims in condition for allowance. 

II. Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 103 regarding Weiss in view of Herz 

On page 3 of the Office Action, the Examiner rejected Claims 17, 19, 21 - 24, 26, and 28 
- 3 1 as allegedly being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 7,065,559 to Weiss (hereinafter 
"Weiss") in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,460,036 to Herz (hereinafter "Herz"). 

On page 2 of the Office Action, the Examiner indicated that Claim 1 8 would be allowable 
if rewritten in independent form. Independent Claim 17, as amended, incorporates the features 
previously presented in Claim 18, which is now canceled. Independent Claims 23, 24, and 30, 
although of different scope, contain similar elements. Accordingly, Applicant submits that 
Claims 17, 23, 24, and 30 are allowable. For the same reasons. Applicant submits that dependent 
Claims 19-22, 26-29, and 32 are allowable. 

For at least these reasons. Applicant respectfully requests the withdrawal of the rejection 
for Claims 17, 19, 21 - 24, 26, and 28 - 31. 
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III. Allowable Subject Matter 

On page 2 of the Office Action, the Examiner states that Claims 1,3-5, and 32 - 42 are 
allowed. Also on page 2 of the Office Action, the Examiner objected to claims 18, 20, 25, and 27 
as being dependent upon a rejected base claim. Applicant thanks the Examiner for indicating the 
allowability of these claims. Applicant submits that based upon the above amendments, all 
pending claims are now in condition for allowance. 

Applicant submits that, for at least the foregoing reasons, all claims of the present 
application are in condition for allowance. Favorable reconsideration of the application as 
amended is respectfully requested.
